France Suffering From an Epidemic 
of Atrocious Murders.

Eighteen Murderers. Awaiting the 
Execution of the Death Sentence—A 
Condemned Murderer Dies of Fright 
on the Scaffold—Victor Hugo’s Por- 
trait—Jules Ferry and the Organ of 
Notre Dame,

New Yorks, July 20.—The following Paris corre- 
spondence is published this morning: 

Panis, July 6.—France just now is suffering from 
an epidemic of murder. Eighteen heads are at pres- 
ent awaiting the Knife of the guillotine, and one 
was lopped off last Friday morning by Monsieur 
De Paris, at Troyes. All the celis ia the grim cor- 
ridors of La Roquette are filled, and, as the warden 
recently remarked, if any more of Messieurs les as- 
sessing come in, they must be sent out to board, 
All this harvest of crime has been reaped within 
the past three months. Never before, in times 
of public peace, were so many criminals under 
sentence cf death. President Grevy, who Is pro- 
foundly opposed tocapital punishment, is at his 
wit's ends as to what he shall doin the matter. He 
cannot pardon all without eutraging public opinion, 
and the sight of eighteen bloody headsin the bas- 
ket rises up like a gorgon befora his imagination. 
Besides, the present batch of murderers are all con- 
victed of crimes of unspeakable atrocity. Most of 
these murders have been committed for robbery, 
Hitherto the professional murderer was 


careful in the choice of his victims. He selected 
only those who are known to possess money. Now- 
adays he adopts the rule of cbance, and kilisany one 
who comes aiong. One old man was iately mur- 
dered for four cents. The criminal noncha- 
lantiy remarked to his companion that the find was 
a bad one, but he might have better luck with 
THE NEXT ONE HE KILLED. 

This prevalence of crime is attributed by the news- 
papers to an inordinate desire to acquire money for 
-the enjoyment of the iuxuries of civilization. Mon- 
sieur Murderer Marchandon, luxuriating in the 
delights of his country villa with bis lovely com- 
panion, and only breaking the easy tenor of his ex- 
istence by a run to Paris for an occasional 
robbery or murder, is an advanced type of a certain 
class of the youth of to-day. 

A murder case has just been tried in the Court of 
La Loire that has excited much interest, at jeast on 
account of its originality. It was that of theyoung 
medical studént who murdered his mistress and 
flung himseif from the second story of the Hotel 
d’kurope at Saint Etienve, He was picked up ina 
dying condition, not that he was seriously hurt by 
his fall, but before precipitating himseif from the 
gallery he had shot himself through the mouth 
and hacked his breast with a sword cane. 
He has been snatched from the death he so much 
coveted to fall into the Lands of justice and pay 
the penalty of the tragic fate of the tender girl 
whem hestoie from tue peaceful bosom of r 
family in his crazy gropings after his 

“POETIC IDEAL.”” 

The jury of the Loire, by a verdict of tragic 
irony, eondemned the murderer of Margueri: 
Vagoair to imprisonment. for life at 
hard iabor. The jury explained its motive as fol- 
lows: “The murderer tried to condemn himseif to 
death; the jury, therefore, wouid inflict on him the 
most terrible of penalties—it would condema him 
to live.’’ Who shall gay that the penalty was not 
as original and bizarre as the crime? 

At the execution of the murderer Gagny, at 
Troyes,afew days ago, an incident took place 
that has never before been witnessed in France. 
The condemned man, during his trial, 
and final imprisonment, did not 
evince the least fear. When on the 
morning of the fatal day he was roused from sleep 
and informed that his time was come, he received 
the intelligence quite calmly. He arose, attended 
to his jast religious duties, eat a hearty breakfasi 
had his “toilet” made, asked for agood glass of 
brandy and said he was ready to go. He waiked 
between his attendants witha firm step and a !oo« 
of resdiute courage, almost of defiance. But when 
he came in front of the ghastly instrument of death 
and gazed upward at it, he was noticed to blanch or 
turn almost white. At the same time his body be- 
came inert. He was lifted on the bascule, where he 
lay for twenty-five awful seconds before the knife 
feil Meantime, hedid notstir. When the head 
was severed from the body it was noticed that tae 
biood did mot spurt eight or nine feet, as it 
does in such cases, When the physicians were 
given charge of the body they found tue heart fiiled 
with cc jated blood. This they explained by 
the fact that when Gagny looked at the machine 
and turned suddenly, his heart ceased action and 
did not resume after. He was dead before the 
knife touched him. 

HUGO'S PORTRAIT.

New Hiven, July 20.4-Years ago New Haven sup- 
ported a free and easy establishment that gioried in 
the name of “Odeon.” It was the headquarters for 
local gamblers, and old policemen retain fragments 
of reminiscences of its palmy days. “Bill,” a man 
with a fortune, who was the only master of ceremo- 
nies, ayoung man from a Middlesex County 
fari. es Lane was married and he bad a 
pretty li developed reputation for sterling 


Yankee@martness, when one day he found it con- 
venient f> hurry out of town to avoid complications 
in the Police Courts. The Odeon had been raided 
and Lane went to New York, where, for a while, he 
had a more or less gaudy career and then he be'diy 
ventured West. There he struck itrich. ln a year 
or ywo he bad a fortune and was known all over 
the Southwest as the “King of Gamblers.” He 
played eaery sort ot game, and atevery game he 
won, till his iuck became proverbial. Now he is on 
his way to New York from Arkansas, poverty- 
stricken. Gossip was rekindled in this city con-

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Wabash Receivers Name the Day for 
Liquidating Interest Debts.

The St, Paul War Nearing an End— 
Wabash Propeller Line— More Clerks 
to Go Out—Another Reduction on 
East-Bound Wool—Rail Notes and 
Personals, 


The interest on the St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Northern real estate, which amounts to $105,000, 
will be paid August 1,and the St. Charles bridge 
interest ,of $30,000 will be paid fifteen days 
later, Solon, Humphreys, co-receiver of the 
Wabash, telegraphs to New York this morning to 
advertise the notice to bondholders to present their 
coupons on those days. As to the $210,000 interest 
due old North Missouri sevens, the receivers are 
turning every stone to get that amount together by 
September l or 10. If they are fortunate enough to 


drop off the remaining non-paying lines with the 
month of Augusi they will probably succeed. 

The St. Paui war bervins to wane, and even to-day 
peace is pervading the province of tie ticket offices. 
J. H. Best, general passenger agent of the Keokuk 
line, came down from Keokuk this morning, and 
would have fixed matters up immediately Lad F. 
Chandler, of the Wabash, been in the city. lhe 
hopes to see Mr.Chandier’s smiling face to-morrow. 
In the meantime, meither Coffin, of the Wabash, 
nor Lemmen, of the U., B. & Q., are as hostile as 
they were, but rates went off $2 more this mornimy, 
60 t round trip tickets to Minnetonka, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Spirit Lake can be purchased for 
$16. The rush for tickets is uot very heavy.

BLAMES THE DEMOCRATS. 


Joha Roach Thinks the Administratien is 
to Blame for His Failure. 

Cursrer, Pa, July 0.—John Roach, the great 
shipbuilder of this country, and one of the greatest 
in the world, is no longer the pride of this city, 
owing to his assignment Saturday, His great ship- 
yard is to be closed up, and 2,500 men are to be 
throwrz out of employment. George Quintard of 
New York and George L. Weeds of Stamford, 
Conn., are the assignees. Numerous causes are 


assigned for the failure of the powerful business 
man, but it supposed that the unfavera- 
ble reception of the Doiphin by Secretary Whitaey, 
andthe decision of Attorney-General Garland 
against the validity of the contracts forthe new 
cruisers, Boston, Chicago and Atlanta, now nearly 
built, caused him to suspend. It is known 
that his mind has been seriously 
affected by the unpleasantness with tke Navy De- 
partment, and the fear that the money he had put 
in the new boats would be a loss to him. In fact, 
his mind has been so touched by his trouble that it 
is well known here to day that Jehn Reach’s days 
of business are nearly over, and that not even satis- 
factory arrangements with the Government would 
canse him to resume. All his property has been 
turned over, and he is practically penniless. His 
failure was & great surprise in all manufacturing 
circles, and at Washington it was the cause of great 
astonishment. His assets and liabilities cannot be 
estimated as yet. 
WHAT MR. ROACH HAS TO SAY. 

Mr. John Roach iast nigat. in speaking of his 
assignment, said: “Now as to the causes which 
have led up to my assignment, strictly speaking, it 
is not a failure; that is to say, 7 will be 
able to pay $2 for every $1 of liabilities, if they 
realize anything like the value of my property. I 
cannot say what the exact amount of my lhabilities 
is. nor what the sum of my assets wilibeto meet 
it. If I were not so old a man, and if I had health 
a while longer, { could pull things straight again. 
It was my great amobition that our aauon shouid 
recover its glory. and prosperity on the seas. I 
wanted to prove that we could ao business on our 
own bottoms, amd that other nations with less 
resources were not more i  sagacious and 
enterprising on the seas. | have given my life and 
my fortune to that ead, and even in the presence of 
this calamity I am proud of what John has 
accomplished.” Inregard to his contracts with 
the Government, Mr. Reach said: “I teli you, my 
friend, that those boats were condemned before 
their keels werelaid. They were condemned in 
Oongress. The Democracy dared not oppose the 
plan of a new navy, because it had ea very 
popuiar notion, The people ina mass wanted a 
navy. But they epposed the appropriation be- 
ca as they claimed in their Congressional 
s , the money could not be bonestiy spent.

They have below 1.500 
bucks. The arms they secrete are principally Win- 
chester rifles.

Clubb’s Switehing Tariff, 


The Laws of Illinois Prohibit ‘‘Extor- 
tion” and “Unjust Disorimination"— 
The Illinois Commissioners Coming 
to St. Louis to Hear Complaints— 
The Penalties Provided. 


Mr. Samuel Clubb, extortionist, took the 7 o'clock 
trainon the Vandalia Line last evening for the 
East. Mr. Clubb’s recent relations with business 
mén on this and the east gide of the river have not 
been as pleasant during the week just past as they 
were prior to tipat time. What 
with the objections oof the Creveling 
family to being slaughtered on account of their 
business principles and beliefs, the set back re- 
ceived by Clubb’s belt road project on this side of 
the river, and the failure of his attempt to extort 
double rates from the railroads in Hast St. Louis, 
Mr. Clubb’s life has been anything but happy for 
the seven days prior to his departure. So Mr. 
Clubb has packed his valise and started for Balti- 
more, praying that things might adjust themselves 
before his return. If, however, he supposes that 
the business establishments in East 8t. Louis have 
become or will become reconciled to his 


new tariff he will be exceedingly disappointed 
for, since reading the Post Dispatca of Saturday, 
both shippers and receivers are less inclined than 
ever to put up with advance. idea of tax- 
ing other establishments to hel? out Mr. Clubb’s 
own warehouse is not very pleasantly received, and 
the probabilities are that if this discrimination con- 
tinues legal measures will be taken to bring Mr. 
Clubb totume. Notonly are the laws of Illinois 
framed to protect shippers from the extortion 
of railroad companies, but those laws are enforced. 
Mr. Clubb has uot tu deal with a Missouri Railroad 
Commissien in this matter, nor are nis charges to 
be construed by the dead letter railroad laws of 
this State | 
SECRETARY KELLY, 

of the Merchants’ jayeereen 2: Transportation Com- 
mittee, returned this morning from Chicago, where 
be has beenin conference with the Illinois State 
Com missioners.

The Lilinois law on extortion is as follows:“If any 
rairoad corporation organ! or doin 
business in this State under any act o 
incorporation or general law of this State now in 
force, or which may hereafter be enacted, or any 
railroad corporation organized, or which may here- 
after be organized, under the laws of any other 
State, and Woing business in this State, shail charge, 
cullect, demand or receive more than a fair or rea- 
sonabie raie of toll or compensation for the trans- 
portation of passengers and freight of any 
description, or fer the use «a transportation 
of auy railroad car upon its track, or of the 
braucbes thereof, or upon any railroad within this 
Staie, which it has the right, lioenes or permission 
to use, operate or control, the same shall ve deemed 
guilty of extortion, and upén conviction thereof 
sha.l be deait wits as hereinafter proyided.”

The duties of the Comissioners 
are defined to be to personally investigate and 
ascertain whether the provisions of the aci are be- 
ing violated and to proceed against the railroad 
corporations whenever the facts shall in their : 
judgment warrant a prosecution.

Over Three Hundred Well-Owners 
Besiege Him This Morning—Physi- 
cians Present Arguinents—City Col- 
lections—Gossip in the Departments. 


Mayor Francis had a three-hours siege with the 
well and anti-well men this morning. About 300 
persons altogether gathered into the meeting 
chamber of the House of Delegates at 10 o'clock 
and with his Honor as an audience of one to listen 
to their discussion proceeded to argue for and 
against the use of well water. Mayor Francis has 
the new well ordinance now before 
him for consideration. It re-ehacts the 
old statutory provision that the 
Health Board shall condemn as nuisances 


wells that are found after a chemical analysis to 
contain impure or unwholesome water. The ordi- 
nance passed the Council and House and is only 
awaiting the Mayor’s signature. His Honor re- 
ceived the bill on the 15th, and has until next Satur- 
day to make known determination 
in regard toit, On Saturday he listened to the 
arguments of Messrs. Spaunborst, Ledergerber and 
others in support of the measure on of the 
Well Men's Association. This morning 
was set for a further héaring of the disctission 
and it brought an army of well men tothe 
front, headed by Messrs. Spaunhorst, Ledergerber 
and Mette.

THE imposition attempted on St. Louis by 


the Wiggins Ferry Company in the recent ad- 
vance in terminal and transfer charges has not 
raised a ripple of remonstrance or of opposi- 
tion from those who have to bear the whole 
burden of it. It is hard work helping the 
commerce of a city against the indifference of 
those who should be ‘most active, especially 
during the dog-days, but the mission of a live 
paper is to contend with difficulties, and the 
Post-DiIsPATCH proposes to wake up the trade 
of St. Louis to a sense of the situation.

Tue St. Louis and San Francisco Railroad 
refused to pay a court-house tax levied by 
Laclede County, and several resident taxpayers 
concluded that it would be safe to follow the 
example of so succéssful a tax-dodger and tax- 
fighter. The collector thereupon levied upon 
the property of the contumacious delinquents, 
and has advertised for sale, among other things 
to be sold on the 2lst inst., a locomotive and 
train of cars. The company refuses to pay, on 
the ground that the County Court has no legal 
authority to levy the tax, but the local bar 
seems inclined to the opinion that the road 
must have a mighty strong pull on the judi- 
ciary to get a decision in its favor in this case, 


THE new Pennsylvania law making it crimi- 
nal to manufacture or sell oleomargarine or 
butterine has closed the smaller establishments, 
but the larger ones propose to defy the law 
and contest ifs validity -in the courts. One 
concern in Philadelphia manufactures 25,000 
pounds daily, which is sold to the dealers as 
butterine for ten or twelve cents a pound, and 
by them retailed as choice creamery butter at 
twenty-five or thirty. If the new law shall be 
vetoed by the courts in Pennsylvania as in 
New York, the trade in counterfeited butter 
will flourish everywhere as it does in Missouri. 
Here we have a law which punishes dealers 
only for selling the counterfeit for the genuine, 
and the consequence is that retailers can and do 
buy with the sanction of the law an imitation 
of butter on which they can more than double 
their mcney by selling it as real butter. The 
chances of detection are so few and the profit 
so large that the temptation is too great for 
the average groceryman to resist.

One of the reasons why Kansas City is get- 
ting away with the trade of St. Louis is that 
in Kansas City the railroads and the merchants 
work together. In the history of the trade of 
St. Louis there has never been a time when the 
trade intérests and the transportation interests 
worked together. We make no exception to 
the rule. The Eastern roads owned in Chicago, 
New York and Philadelphia have always con- 
sidered East St. Louis as their terminus and 
have. refused to recognize St. Louis as even a 
railroad station. ‘he Missouri roads have done 
even worse. They have always given rates to 
outside shippers or consignees that they 
would nover give toorfrom St. Louis. The 
bridge has imposed an “arbitrary” that repre- 
sented two hundred miles of distance. The 
ferry and transfer companies have worked the 
trade forall it was worth.

Died Aged 111 Years.

Christopher Mann, who for several years has 
claimed the distinction of being the oldest man in 
the State, died yesterday morning at the age of 111, 
at his house, on the Independence and Wayne City 
pixe, one and one-half miles from Independence. 
He died of old age. He.was scarcely ill even up to 
the time of his death, and bad always boasted that 
he never had taken a dose of meficine. He died 
about 10 a, m. yesterday, and was conscious up to 
the time that life became extinct. He was sur 
rounded in his Jast bours by nearly al! of his chil- 
dren, many grandchildren and friends. The funeral 
will take place at 11 o’clook this morning from the 
late residence. Rev. J. D. Gossett of the regular 
Baptist Church, of which the deceased has been a 
member for ninety years, will conduct the funeral 
services. He was born September W, 1774, in Vir- 
ginia, and when but 10 years of age his parents re- 
moved to Kenwicky. They crossed the Allegheny 
Mountains, carrying all the household goods on one 
pack horse, the father leading the way. The pack 
horse followed with the children and household 
goods, the mother bringing up therear. He was 
acquainted with Daniel Boone. When about 4 
years old, Mr. Mama's parents removed to Ohio, 
where he was married to Miss Betsie Rusk, by 
whom.he had seventeen children. Severs of them 
are living to-day, He made his home, after marry - 
ing, for some time, in Ohio, then in Indiana, during 


which time he transported the products of his farm |

She 
survives him. Nine children were the fruit of this 
marriage, Eight of them are now living, the 
youngest of whom is Miss Lydia Anora, who is now 
19 years of age. Mr. Mann himself once imparted 
this interesting bit of information to the reporter. 
He said he bad voted for every President of the 
United States since Washingion, with two excep- 
tions, those being at times whén he happened to 
vote the defeated ticket. Mr. Mann also voted at 
the last Presidential election, voting for Blaine and 
Logan. He has, since the organization of the Re- 
publican party, been one of its strongest adherents. 
He was enlisted in the late war as a member of the 
Home Guards.

The Big Trade of Kansas City. 
From the St. Louis Railway Register. 

A wholesale grocery firm of Kansas City, Messrs. 
Ridenour & Baker, in one day recently shipped 
over the Missouri Pacific 1,000,000 pounds of freight. 
This amount was equal to about thirty-four car- 
loads. The shipment represented one day's 
orders which went out over a single road. The 
quantity sent over other lines must have been 
enormous. 

Kansas City now distributes her wares all over 
the territory between the Missouri River and the 
Pacific Ocean. The construction of the Kansas 
City, Springfield and Memphis has opened a new 
section which formerly was controlled by Chicago 
and St. Louis. Soon the Indian Territory will be 
thrown open for settlement and Kansas City will 
doubtless secure the bulk of this desirable trade. 

Formerly the Kansas City merchants bought in 
this city and Chicago, but now they deal with the 
manufacturers direct and have stolen away the 
business that before was enjoyed by other cities in 
the Mississippi Valley. 

Much of this astonishing success and growth is 
due to the natural advantages ef Kansas City as a 
distributing point for the great Western plains and 
prairies, but much is also on account of the indomi- 
table pluck and enterprise of her business men 
wiho bave not been siow to take advantage of their 
opportunities. 

it is not impossible for Kansas City in time to 
become the rival of St. Louis and Chicago in size 
and the extent of itscommerce. It is growing at 
an astonishing rate and apparentiy does not feel 
the hard times at ail.

Priscilla and Puritan, 

Amateurs will sometimes do things which they 
object to in professionals. The secrecy which sur- 
rounded the iron sloop Priscilla, from the moment 
her keel was laid, and the suppression of news con- 
cerning her lines and fig, are something which 
night be expected from a professional at any time, 
but from gentlemen amateurs rarely. The freedom 
with which information concerning the Puritan was 
given to the public is in striking cuntrast with the 
efforts of the committee in charge of the Priscilla 
to withhold information. On this subject, Forest 
and Stream says: Since it was decided by 


the Commodore and Vice-Commodore of 
the New York Yacht Club (the custodians under the 
deed of gift from the original owners of the cup 
won by the América in 1851) to build a yacht to de- 
fend the cup pgeinss the visiting Engiish yacht, the 
committee of the club, to whom the details of the 
new boat were intrusted, have endeavored to keep 
secret ali information concerning her. Beyond the 
bare statement that she was a centerboard boat of 
such a length, breadth and depth, they have made 
public nothing concerning her, and those engaged 
in her construction and fitting out have, by their 
orders been equally reticent, so that ail that is 
known of her to-day is only that which could not 
well be concealed. The committee have taken the 
ground that the Priscilla is a private yacht built 
Oy private parties, and that how large 
she is or how she is rigged is simply nobody's busi- 
ness. If this view is correct, they are justified in 
withhoiding all information, but they must first de- 
fend the position they havetaken. The America 
cup is a trophy belonging to no club nor set of men, 
bué as an embiem of national superiority it belongs 
for tue time being toe the nation who can hold it 
against all comers,as we have done for thirty- 
four years. Itis intrusted, very properly, to the 
leading yacht club of America, the club whose mem- 
bers first won it, and whose yachts have four times 
successfully defended it; and on the occasion of 
another contest the ciub has intrusted its defense to 
a committee composed of its most active and promi- 
nent members. ‘wo of the flag officers of the club 
have built and iatrusted to this same com- 
mittee a yacht;* not a pleasure toy for a 
few persons, but as an active agent 
in the defense of the people’s trophy and 
our reputation as yachtsmen, and to the real own- 
ers of the cup the committee must auswer for its 
defense. There is no suspicion that they have not 
done all that is possible, or that the Priscilia is not 
fully worthy of the task. she very probably will be 
calied on to undertake; but more than that is 
necessary if they would avoid all responsibility 
in the event of a victory for Genesta or Galatea. 
There is nothing, it is to be hoped, about the Prise 
cilla that they need be ashamed of, aud certainly 
little or nothing the knowledgé of which could in 
any way injure her chances; and by making public 
all concerning her they secure themselves frum 
blame in case of failure, while. on the other hand, 
if they keep secret what they are doing, they must 
shoulder the entire responsibility.—[Boston Herald.

been in the habit of passing and repassing in 
front of the Kutledge residence recently,and she is 
afraid that he wili do hersome bodily m. One 
day he met her by chance near the corner 
of. Olive and Ninth streets and assaulted 
her. She denies that she ever made any 
remark to him about her sister's influence in the 
divorce matter, or her sister's prejudice against 
him. She denies that she ever said anything about 
dismissing the case,or that she never contemplated 
being separated from him forever, or that she 
could never bear the thought of such a thing. The 
evening that Dr. Gates call a 
sored time at the Rutledge residence, 

was scared out of her wits. He carried a bow 
ie-knife, and she made her exit turough the alley, 
fearing that he might plunge the knife into her 
She did not ask him toforgive her for going out 
that evening in the company of other men. She 
met him by. accident one evening on Thirteenth, 
near Olive street, and he thrust himself upon 
her, walk one biockwith her, and she got 
away from him as soon as possible. She had no 
scene with him under the shadow of 
Christ Church that night, did not make any vows to 
him to disimiss the divorce case, and did not say:

The Turkish house is double-barreled, 80 to 
speak, to allow for the strict se on of the 
sexes. Between 


haremlik is a different . No man enters 
there except the owner, or an occasional physi- 
cian. The man who meets the wives of a na- 
tive friend in Turkey does so in the selamlik, 
whither they have been summoned for the in- 
terview. But lady visitors, native or foreign, 
have free access to the a ents 
of the women, so there* iw little 
difficulty in getting exact pictures of 
their surroundings and dep Po life. The 
Turkish house is usually a large, i lar 
wooden structure, with a. court within, and 
—where the master can afford it—a high- 
walled garden rambling - a hill in the rear. 
This of course isthe dwelling of a well-to-do 
man. The poorer classes live as they can in 
rooms where the sexes mingle freely. Indeed, 
the poor alone have ‘“‘homes” in the sense in 
which we are accustomed to use the word, and 
the rer they are the more closely do hus- 
band and wife come together in plans for their 
mutual support and enjoyment of life. As the 
station of the husband rises, the wife becomes 
more and more a luxury to be enjoyed by him 
only when he has no more serious business on 
hand, un‘il, with the Sultan, the majority of 
bis harem never see him more than once or 
twice during the whole ceurse of their marital 
existence. The selamlik is commonly small, 
contains few rooms, and is usualy poorly fur- 
nished. 


EXPENSIVENESS OF HAREMS., 

Everything a Turk can spare is spent in 
beautifying his harem. This is always large 
and roomy, with unexpected corners and 
windows, and commonly a fountain or two 
pattering away in the main rooms. The furni- 
ture,in a European sense, is uncommonly 
scarce, the only approach to it being the long 
divans or sofas that run the four sides of the 
room. The walis are usualiy painted or fres- 
oed, and the upholstering is rich bothin color 
and in fabric. The floors are of stone or of 
olished wood, and are tempered to the bare 
eet of the fair inmates by heavy carpets and 
rugs. Tables and chaifs there are none. 
Everybody is expected to sit on the floor or a 
divan, and all the meals are spread on the same 
level. There are two bits of apparatus, how- 
ever, that serve torelieve the general monot- 
ony, the invariable embroidery-frame, and a 
musical instrument that might easily be the 
issi link in the evolution of the 
piano. Outdoors the gardens are perfect 
mazes of beauty, with rare plants and shady 
walks, and snug little summer-houses wherever 
there is a bit of view. And it is hardly to be 
wondered at that the Turk is so interested in 
constantly adding to the attractiveness of his 
harem. When he enters it and locks the door be- 
hind him, he practica!ly shuts ou tevery care and 
trouble he has in the world. Within its inclos- 
ure he is as near a god as he can ever h~pe to 
be. While there he never has to back up against 
a wall and wait, with a humble face anda 
chafing spirit, till some bigger man than he 
~ 4 . And if he wants to exercise his 
temper by prodding up a slave with a club, 
there is no one to say him nay. Everything 
done around him is projected with the sole idea 
of bis gratification and amusement, and there 


ds no slave in Turkey so rash as to venture on 
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up such magnificent establishmen 


taking in a business message to him from the 
outside world, no matter how pressing the 
communication might be. For this last is the 
unwritten law of Turkey. 

A WAR INCIDENT; 

A striking instance of this law occurred a 
nuinber of years ago, when a turkish pasha 
found his troops face to face with a Russian 
army so overwhelming in point of numbers 
that his defeat was certain if he held his ground. 
He telegraphed.at once to the Minister of War 
at Constantinople for instructions to retreat.

...» Then we enter into the region of subter- 
ranean enchantments. 

.... Verily, itis the mountain itself which 
is the p A whole nation of idols inhabit 
these caverns; the entrails of the mountain are 
haunted, and charms lie dormant within its 
deep recesses. All the Buddhist incarnations 
are here;—and others more ancient still, 
whereoff the meaning is no longer known to 
the bonzes. These gods, life-size, stand eréc 
—brilliant with gold, their eyes enormous a 
fierce; or they slumber in a squatting posture, 
with eyes half closed and with smiles mys- 
terious as eternity. There are some who are 
all alone insome dark angle,—unlooked for 
and astonishing. Others, in multitudinous 
amg age sit in a circle beneath a dais of mar- 
ble, in the green gloom of the caverns,—sinister 
of feature and menacing in their attitudes ;— 
they seem to be holding councils.

THE WHIPPOORWILL. 


The Habits of a Bird That Is But 
Seldom Seen. 
From the Philadelphia Post. 

There has been for some time in Hartford a 
standing eee concerning the habits of the 
whippoorwill; not so much its habits of eating, 
nesting and the like, but of song. Does it, for 
instance, sing in the morning? Our pertina- 
cious inquirer even versified the query, and in- 
sisted upon inflicting his rhymes upon a small 
segment of the unoffending public. Inquiry 
of several persons born —~ bred in the coun- 
try disclosed the information that they had 
never heard the whippoorwill sing in the morn- 
ing. The subject had ramifications, and into 
some of these the searcher was led. The re- 
markable shyness of the bird was discussed. 
“T have never seen a whippoorwill,” said one 
country bred person, “although I have heard 
many of them sing.” ‘Neither have I[ seen 
one,” said another, whose love of nature is in 
his very .bones. “They keep close in their 
haunts, and although I have often searched for 
them have never’ been successful.” A 
reader of the Atlantic noted that in one 
of that ne’s bird articles the ex- 
ceedi modesty of the whippoorwill was 
alluded to as anoteworthy characteristic. Few 
people, comparatively, have had the pleasure of 
getting a sight of the bird. So it seemed to be 
settled that the whippoorwill does not sing in 
the morning; that it confines its plaintive mel- 
ody to the night; and that it is soshy that little 
is generally known concerning its quiet habits. 

Cyciopeedias, however, tell a different story 
bearing on the interrogatory. The whippoor- 
se a sing inthe morning, as well as at 
night. 

A citizen of long experience who was born 
and brought up in a country town, said he had 
heard the whippoorwill sing in the morning— 

“Yes, sir, often.” And others have since 
come to his support. 

“Have you éver seen one?” 

“Yes, They are black and small—a little 
bigger than arobin, perhaps, And I know a 
great deal about their habits. They 4 their 
eggs—only two are seen at a time—in the open 
field on a stone. I have seen many of these.

Who Buy It and How It is Made— 
Quite a Growing Demand for It.

**EKo you eat cheese?” 
“Sometimes; got any?” 

“No, but I would advise you to pick your 
cheese after this.” : 

Such ee ee gee gro- 
ceryman, party o e parti a Times- 
Star man, party of the second part. The last 
remark of the grocer excited the curiosity and 
the apprehension of the Times-Star man, who 
at once demanded that explanations complete 
ee and the hidden meaning of the 
words eclear. Towhich quoth the sugar 


peddler: 

‘‘Well, I hear strange stories about cheese 
lately. { hear that ogg Best: getting out some 
stuff called ‘Chicago flats,’ which is deadlier 
than the nightshade. It is tougher than a 
Sixth Ward bum, and as to smell throws sav- 
ory Mill Creek about two miles behind, and 
sells at one cent—think of it—a pound, You 
steer clear of that kind of cheese,” 

The Times-Star promised faithfuily to do so, 
and mentally determined to hunt up the cheese, 
or rather, to keep away from it, and hunt u 
some one who knew ail about it. Soa loo 
into the directory was made, and the address 
obtained of 8. J. Stevens & Co., wholesale 
cheese dealers, on Walnut street, and a descent 
was at once madeon the establishment. In- 

uiry for Mr. Stevens resulted in the Times- 

tar being pointed to an elderly gentleman 
standing writing ina book almostas big as 
himself, and to him was unb the tale of 
the ryman with a finale of 

“Is it true?” 

Mr. Stevens brushed back his hair, looked 
thoughtful fora moment, laid down his pen, 
then said: 

‘*Yes, it is more or less true. It is neither 
wholly true nor wholly false. There is a kind 
of cheese called Chicago flats, or hard skimmed 
cheese, and it does not keep as long as first- 
class cheese, and when it does get bad, it gets 
very, very bad; but when itis fresh it is not 
altogether without good qualities. Come back 
here and I will show you some.” 

Mr. Stevens led the way back to the store- 
room ‘and took the box off an ordinary sized 
cheese, into which he thrust an augur-like in- 
strument which gouged out a piece of cheese. 

‘‘Now you can see for yourself what it is 
like,” continued Mr. Stevens, as he broke off a 
little piece and tried to crumble it in his hands. 
‘It is of a leathery consistency, full of holes 
but it does not have a bad odor nora bad 
taste,” and suiting the action to his words he 
bit off some of the stuff and held out the piece 
for the Times-Star to do likewise, The prof- 
fered chew was declined, however, with thanks. 
The newsnan would not have taken it into his 
internal economy for all the money in the Safe 
Deposit’s coffers. ‘‘The first g that is 
noticeable is that it does not crumble in the 
fingers like good cheese, and when it is eaten it 
has scarcely any taste, but when it is fresh it is 
not as bad as your grocer friend would have 
you believe.” 

‘‘What is it made of?’ was asked. ; 

“Of skimmed milk. It is made by the large 
cheesemakers near Elgin, Ill. They can make 
as fine cheese as can be turned out, but they 
don’t always choose todoso. If the price of 
butter is high they will take all their cream 
and make it into butter, and use the skimmed 
milk for the poor cheese, treating it with an 
alkali after itiscurdied. If they do not do 
that it would only be cottage cheese like you 
find inthe market made up into little balls. 
By the way, just toshow how fine things are 
being — down now-a-days, not even the 
whey t is formed by the curdling of the 
skimmed milk is lost. t is carefully saved 
and sold for hog feed, for which purpose it 
serves very well. It is not as fattening as 
grain, of course, but it is nourishing and es 
a good feed. Nothing at all is wasted in milk. 
The cream makes butter, the skimmed milk 
makes cheese and the whey makes hog food.” 

‘*Well, there is no nourishment in this skim- 
med cheese, is there?’ inquired the Times-Star. 

‘‘Not much, I guess,” was the response. 

‘“‘And it must be terribly indigestible?” 

‘*Yes, 1 suppose.” 

“Then what canit be used for? Is it ever 
palmed cff for good cheese?” 

‘‘No, that impossible. There can’t be any 
cheating in cheese, Even the most inexpe- 
rienced consumer can tell whether a certain 
cheese Suits his taste or not, and every cheese 
tells exactly what itis. It is impossible to de- 
fraud. These skimmed cheeses are sold to the 
free lunch counters and people that go around 
in — selling them at 4 and 5centsa 

und.” 

‘They don’t keep long, you say!” 

“Not more than half as long as good cream 
cheese, and when they do get spoiled they are 
horrible. A firm in this city had to have 500 
boxes of them carted away tothe dumps not 
long ago because they were spoiled. They 
orininally came from Chicago and were sent to 
New Orleans to besold. There was no demand 
for them there, so they were sent to Memphis, 
and being unsold they were brought here. One 
day a man plugged one, and a smell came out 
of the hole that made the fellow turn pale. He 
sent for another man and asked him to plug 
another of the cheeses, and the odor that came 
from that one knocked the plastering off the 
ceiling. ‘The folks all had to leave the building 
and close the doors, and pay some vault clean- 
ers double wages to cart off the boxes. The 
rind had kept the odor inside, and when that 
was cut the perfume got loose. These skimmed 
cheeses have to be hafidled on the double quick, 
but there is quite a sale for them, and we have 
to carry a stock of them.” 

‘(Have they but recently come on the mar- 
ket?” 

“No; they have been on the market for some 
time, but I never knew so mahy of them to be 
made before. omy was a arn? ~- for but- 
ter this spring, and, co uently e cheese- 
makers. went tato buteer, and realised om Shei 
skimmed milk by making it into cheese. There 
are different es of it, selling at from 2 to 4 
cerits a pound, and somie has been sold as low 
at 1centa pound. The difference is owing to 
the manner in which the milk is skimmed. If 
a little cream is left in the milk the quality of 
the cheese is better than if the milk is skimmed 
“hard,” and every trace of cream extracted.”

A DARING DIVE. 


Joe Kist Successfealiy Accomplishes His 
Promised Leap Frem the Bridge. 

Joe Kist, whose intention to jump from the cen- 
tral point of the bridge to the river was prevented 
by tme police, succeeded in accomplishing his pur- 
pose yesterday afternoon. Kist was determined to 
attempt the leap, and was much chagrined by his 
failure at the time appointed. His plan to jump 
yesterday was kept quiet, and was shrewdly carried 
into effect. Tae police expected the attempt, anda 


strict watch Wns keptonthe bridge. About5o’clock 
Kist made his parations in the shooting gallery 
at 1055. Fourth sireet. He stripped and put on a 
batuing suit. For his head he had a weighted seal- 
skin cap, closely fitting. He slipped his clothing 
over this costume and encasing his feet in a loose 
pair of shoes, walked to the bridge. He was ac- 
companied by three frien is—Jerry O'Toole, Joe 
Sturzveon and James Haileran, Jos. Moore and 
another friend having preceded him. The watch- 
man onthe bridge was eluded and the center of 
the main arch was renohed. Kist hastily slipped 
off his clothing and gave them te O'Toole, who ran 
with them toward the east end of the bridge. The 
diver having adjusted bis cap sprang to the railing 
and, poising for an inetant, ieaped forward head 
first, and with hands extended, about four feet from 
the structure. One footstruck the telegraph wires 
ead slightly disturbed his equilibrium, but he re- 
gained his balance by a movement of his hands, 
and his body shotdown in a straight line. The body 
fiashed ike an arrow through tue air, 
and struck the water with a noisy 
splash. Kist disappeared for vcighteeun or 
twenty seconds, and when he reapperre:i he started 
vigorously towards the east shore, where his bundie 
of clothing awaited him.

CUTS NO FIGURE 
The Short Wheat Crop a Small Fac- 
tor in Determining Prices, 


Where the United Kingdom is Getting 
Its Supplies—Large Stocksof Flour 
Depressing Foreign Markets—Win- 
ter Wheat Flour Stands No Show. 


Those persistent bulls, who, on the plea of a— 
shortage in the wheat crop, have for a month or 
more been crying out for higher prices, will no 
doubt be considerably astonished when they gaze 
on the table below. These figures, taken from the 
chart of the London Miiler of July 6, represent the 
wheat supplies on passage and cargoes off the 
coast of the United Kingdom on the two dates 
mentioned and the sources whence these supplies 
are derived:

in this country, and considering only the skortness 
of the present crop, have insisted that England 
must pay @ better price for American wheat and 
fiour. The rigiculousiy small figure that the At- 
lantic ports of America cut amid the sources from 
which the United Kingdom draws its supplies at a 
time when Anerica should have been exporting 
large quantities of wheat, will probably open their 
eyes to the fact that Just at presenta shortage in 
the North Aimerican crep is a comparatively small 
factor in determining the value of the cereal 
abroad. Speaking of this shortage the Miiler says: 
“When we pass the Atlantic and enter upon a 
consideration ef American prospects we f the 
shadew of a coming erenty whick is likely te make 
tha’ iatter half of 1885 as memorable in the corn 
trade for pew conditions of the supply as tae first 
baif has been memorable for war panics and price 
changes. “Ihe comiug crop of the Western Hemis- 
phere may be only sufficient for its own coli- 
surmption;’ so write a weil-known firm in their mar- 
ket circular of Monday last. We do not anticipate 
any suco extraordinary change ourselves, but it 
is already ceriain that the exports of the year 1884-5 
will not be equaiied in 1885-6, and that the dini- 
nution is likety to be so serious as to throw the main 
burden of supplying European wants upon the 
East, in which term we iaciude Russia. Of recent 
ears American shipments to the United Kingdom 
ave been 55 tu 65 per cent of our total receipts, and 
itneeds no emphasiziag thate drop to 25 per 
cent, or one quarter, from oonsiderably more 
than oue-kali would :everse many of the conditions 
of business and make 1585-6 an unusual cereal year. 
We have spokes of this great American deficiency 
as casting a shadow, and continuing the metapbor 
we may expect tha! for the very reason that it has 
not been a iong shadow it will be adeep one. The 
European and English markets have declined al- 
most obstiaately to consider in advance the conse 
quences of a 2U,000,000 quarters deficieucy in the 
United States. The reason for is 
not iar to seek. We will not accuse 
our American cousins of bei unveracious, but 
there is a taie of Aisop’s about the cry of ‘Wolf,’ 
which will fairly tit the case. We must not, on this 
side of the ‘herring pon,’ be too severely blamed

One firm in Loadon, well knowa to ali ex- 
porters, writes briefly: 

“Weare obliged tor the interesting information 
which we have made Knowa to our customers, but 
so far it has not made them bid up.” .A firm in 
Glasgow writes: .““We have yours of the 19th ult., 
and have read with considerable interest your 
reports in regard to the shertage of the American 
wheat crop woich seem to be now accepted here as 
pretty correct, Butin the meantime we havea 
gigantic stocx of flour here in store which we will 

work off before our bakers 

many new purchases. You 
ask where the flourcomesfrom. Every Tom, Dick 
and Harry here has an ney for flour from the 
West, and they are all pushing around selling, and 
when they cannot sell it has to go inte store, It is 
mostiy spring wheat flour, besides Hungarian and 
other flours. We do not think that we shall receive 
much, if any, winter wheat flour from your side 
tuis season, but our millers will make a substitute, 
likely, with the Australian and ourown native 
wheats, which will, no doubt, suit.” 

Still another correspondent, writing from Bristol, 
says: “Webegto thank you very much for your 
interesting and valuable reports. As you know 
there is always adezree of scepticism express 
with regard to'what is said about American crop 
shortages, but this year we thinka considerabie 
amount of credence is given to these reports, the 
sole wonder being that under the circumstances 
prices should continue so flaton your side. The 
weather here is simply magnificient and no-one 
wants to buy anythiag.’
